A vivid description of the Bat­ 
tles a t Gettysburg, as they were 
being fought here, is contained 
in the diary of John Edward R at­ 
tail, Inst member of John Brown’* 
Free Staters, a veteran of the 
Civil W ar, who was bur ted the 
other day in Washington. 
During the war Mr. 
Rastall 
served with the First Regiment, 
E astern Shore, Maryland Volun­ 
teer Infantry, and kept a diary of 
his adventures up to the day of 
his discharge, at which time he 
held the rank of captain and ad­ 
jutant. 
Tells of Mrs. Lincoln At Fair 
Mr. Rastall thus describes a 
visit to Baltimore during 
war 
days: 
“ I visited the fair held in the 
Maryland Institute in the inter­ 
est of the sanitary commission 
(like the Red Cross) and found 
some girls who had a table of 
articles to sell. 
While 
then* 
Mrs. Abe Lincoln came in and 
walked down the center of the 
building, a gentleman on each 
side of her. 
The pressing thou­ 
sands gave way and opened a 
wide lane for her. 
“Those were the (^ays of the 
crinoline. 
T firmly believe if 
Mrs. Lincoln had extended 
her 
arm s as far as she could she could 
not have touched those gentle­ 
men escorting her, so full were 
her skirts.”
